G.S.R. 553(Ej.—In exercise oi the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 7 of the Indian telegraph Act, 1S85 
(13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Indian Tele¬ 
graph Rules, 1951, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Tele¬ 

graphs (Amendment) Rules. 1986. 

(2) The) shall come into force on the 1st da)' of 
April. 1986. 

2. In rule 434 of the Indian Telegraph Rules. 1951 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in Section 
VIII, under the heading. “1. Rent and installation 
charges for exchange equipments'’. 

(a) for the sub-heading “(e) t.Vendable f\pc 
PBXs and PABXs", the following sub-head¬ 
ing shall be substituted, namely :— 

“c Extendable Ivpe PBXs and P\BXs up f<> 
1200 lines" 


(b) after the portion “These exchanges will be 
guaranteed for certain number of years as 
decided by Telegraph Authority ”, the follow¬ 
ing shall be inserted, namely :— 

“cc. Extendable IXpe PBXs and PABXs of 
more than 1200 lines— 

(i) For more than 1200 lines exchange, the 
annual rental shall be levied on llat rate 
basis of Rs. 40,000 for Ordinary Type 
Exchange and Rs. 50.000 for Hotel Type 
Exchange, fur each 100 lines, in addition 
to the annual rental applicable to respec¬ 
tive 1200 fines capacity exchange or at 
the special rales calculated on the basis ct 
capital cost incurred in installing the ex¬ 
change, whichever is higher. 

(li) I he installation charges shall be levied at 
the rate of 200 of the annual rental. 

( 111 ) T hese exchanges will be guaranteed for 
certain number of years as dcc'ded by the 
Telegraph Authority.’’ 

3. In rule 451 of the said rules, after clause (e) and 
the Notes thereunder, the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely :— 

“(f) Cancellation charges for Trunk Calls :— 

(i) Ordinary calls, if cancelled within one hour 
of booking and before the maturity of the 
cal! . Re. 1. 

(ii) Calls, other than the ordinary calls, if can¬ 
celled within half an hour of the booking 

and before the maturitv of the cal! .
